A band of Arab guerrillas 
invaded 
the 
Israeli team's 
quarters at the O l y m p i c 
grounds before dawn Tue.sday 
and shot down two Lsraelis. 
They held nine others hostage

negotiations that ended when 
captors and 
hostages were 
taken 
by 
helicopter to 
the 
airport and a plane that was 
to fly them to Cairo. 
Helpless Nine 
Police sharpshooters opened 
fire on the Arabs when the 
helicopters landed, but missed 
some because of the darkness. 
The guerrillas who e.st^aped the 
first shots turned their guns 
on the helicopters with the 
helpless 
Israelis 
i n s i d e , 
authorities reported. 


Four 
of

Palestinian 
commandos were killed, three 
were captured and one was 
unaccounted for, police said. 
One policeman was reported 
killed, and a helicopter pilot 
was seriously wounded.

Today, the city man cannot even identify most of the 
eq uipment that is on display. One huge machine wa.s advertised 
as the one-man way to put up hay. It was .such a huge thing 
that it was incredible that one man could run it alone to 
put up hay. 
But we arc not .so ^ r e that even all the farm folk s 
k new what all the machinery was about. There was one exhibit 
of a k ind of giant paddle wheel that would go around iaside 
a frame on a center axle. A couple of men who seemed 
well vcr.sed in farming were look ing at the machine and ask ing 
each other what it might be for. We figurc'd them for farmers, 
although that is tak ing a little liberty with stereotyping. 
But the big thing at the fair is the co mpetitio n g o ing 
o n fo r to p ho no rs in the many aspects o f farm liv esto ck 
and ho memaking . 
It is here that y o u really co me to see 
the v astncss o f ag riculture, its v ariety and its sig nificance. 
In this area o f thing s is fo und the v ery essence o f life itself. 
And you conic to realize how big the State k air must 
be to the men. wom/m and children who man the giant industrial 
complex out on Nebrask a’s farms and ranches. It is at the 
State Fair that they put their efforts up against the best 
in the busines"s.

Tliere is nothing q uite lik e it in any other i.ndustry. Tic 
auto industr>- is judged competitively here and there by different 
groups and organizations and there arc other industries that 
¡have trade .shows, etc. 
But the Slate Fair is probably the mo.st critical test that 
an industry can submit itself to and the farmers and ranchers 
do it with sk ill, determination and hard work . Right up to 
the final minute of judging, every effort is made to present 
tiie animals in their best ligtit, to show off their strong points 
to the judges. 
It is a so lid week o f co mpetitio n fo r mo st o f the indiv iduals 
and families with entries in the State Fair judg ing . Their 
campers are fo und ev ery where o n the fring es o f the main 
fairg ro unds and many o f the y o ung peo ple spend the nig hts 
with their animals. 
I'onight, the State Fair tent will be folded, with another 
year under the b(‘lt of Nebrask a agriculture. You can’t really 
.say for sure when the year ends or begins for agriculture 
as it is a continuous cycle of activity.

The fair is certainly one jioint of ending and the beginning 
of .something new. .Maybe another ending will come later in 
the fall, wiien all the crops have been harvested, hay is stack ed 
high for the winter and the fields tuni brown. 
But not even that is a real ending becau.se the winter 
months can prove to be among the most challenging in rural 
Nebrask a. If nature does her darndest by way of heavy snow 
and cold temperatures, both human and animal life must fight 
hard for sundval. 
We g o back, ho o v er, to the fair as at least a hig h po int 
In the annual affairs o f ag riculture. One mig ht sug g est, ev en, 
that the fair be reco g nized mo re than it is as a time o f 
ho no r and reco g nitio n fo r ag riculture. 
Fair officials might tak e a look at this in the coming 
year to see if anything might be done to show through the 
State Fair the vital role that agriculture plays in the lives 
of all of us. We see the mark s of agriculture at the fair 
but to how many does it occnir that civilization itself rises 
or falls upon the success or failure of those people who mak e 
the rural areas their life?

Even in this old colonial town, 
the physical and spiritual dif­ 
ferences between England and

traditions of its own. writers 
drew their sense of fitness, 
style 
and

abroad. But after T. S. Eliot 
and Ezra Pound had made 
their mark on the Continent, 
the English began to tone down 
their patronizing

Labor's Big Switch 


shattering The Olympic Ideal 


Even before Arab terrorists seized the 
Israeli compound in 
Olympic Village and 
competition was suspended, political hostility 
had left its ugly mark on the Olympic games 
in Munich. 
It all started before the torch w’as lit, 
w’hen the International Olympics Committee, 
fearful of a massive walk out by black athletes 
and their sympathizers, withdrew its invitation 
to 
white 
supremist-governed 
Rhodesia 
to 
compete. Many close to the games felt that 
the IOC shouldn’t have given in to what 
was regarded as political pressure and that 
its 
action 
bodes 
ill 
for 
future Olympic 
games. 
The over-all uneven performance by the 
cream of America’s crop of athletes — despite 
the thrilling exhibitions put on by U.S.A. box­ 
ers and women and men swimmers, led by 
the incredible Mark Spitz — has disheartened 
people in this courïtry who have no reason 
to believe that Americans should w’alk away 
with the medals in every event, but who 
nevertheless believe it anyway. 
American 
Olympic officials in Munich have good reason, 
however, to doubt the intentions of some of 
the international judges who seem to count 
political ideology as important in judging as 
the individual performance of the athlete. 
This, too, has cast a shadow on Olympic 
competition. 
What can be dismissed as par for the 
course arc the few'-and-far-betwccn bitter ex- 


changes between some of the winners and 
losers. This is bound to happen within a 
group of world-class athletes, at the peak 
of their careers, some of whom are on ego 
trips. It has always occurred at the games 
and always will, if the games continue. 
But the crowning blow to the Olympic 
ideal was the murderous assault on the Israeli 
athletes and coaches by Arab terrorists. The 
tragedy at this moment transcends the games 
them.selves in impact and importance. Uncer­ 
tainty and despair pervades the atmosphere 
in Munich. Many contestants and officials, 
at least insofar as their initial reactions, feel 
tliat the games will never be the same again, 
that political or social or racial hatreds have 
shoved aside the Olympic ideal of promoting 
world peace and understanding — if only 
temporarily — through friendly competition. 
The international organizers of the games 
should not allow the Olympics to fall becaxise 
of the atrocity Tuesday. The competition in 
Munich has to continue in order to salvage 
whatever good will is left. And the games 
have to continue in the future — even if 
the OIjTiipic area has to be ringed with armed 
guards and the organization which runs the 
games has to purge itself of political pre­ 
judice. 
There is still a lot of good will left among 
the common people in this world and the 
athletes, through their competition, brings it 
to the surface. 
Douglas On Vietnam 


In 
a wide-ranging interview, 
Supreme 
Court Justice William 0. Douglas said over 
the week end that he believes the Vietnam 
war may be unconstitutional because it was 
not formally declared by Congress. 
From his reading of the Constitution, the 
Justice said, he understands that Congress 
and only Congress has the power to declare 
war, Tne president does not have that power, 
eitlier in concert with Congress or alone. 
If the co'Urt declared the war in violation 
of the C/institution, Douglas said, the practical 
effect would be that “ the boy who didn’t 
want to go wouldn’t have to go.” But, fie 
said, the war probably would continue “with 
volunteers.” Furthermore, Douglas suggested 
that U.S. involvement in the war has cast

this country in the image of a “new Genghis 
Khan, a great destroyer. . .” 
A decided anti-war bias can be read into 
Douglas’ comments, which would be in k eep­ 
ing with other liberal persuasions he has 
followed over the years. 
Many people wculd argue that a sitting 
justice should not speak out publicly on the 
legality of such an important issue. Others 
would say that his opinion wouldn’t muster 
much support 
anyway, 
given the 
present 
mak e-up of the court, so it is relatively unim­ 
portant what he think s. 
Still, if Douglas meant to invite a court 
test of Congressional powers as applied to 
the Vietnam war, it is pretty late in the 
day. A ruling on the issue might be helpful 
in the future, however.

An order for 
red wine usually fi.ids, the 
waitress bringing to the table a bottle which 
has been ste.^ed in cool — v 'ry cool comfort 
right next to t.he beef loins aging in the 
refrigerator. .And an crder h r wiiite dinner 
wine will usually prompt the waitress to ask: 
“ would you like it chilled” ? To top it all 
off a number of restaurants decant the wine 
in 
a 
contraption 
resembling 
an 
inverted 
Turkish water pipe — strictly a “ bu.sh league” 
stunt — ,vhich takes away the pleasure of 
drinking an identifiable wine. If you would 
like to see a look of shock and surprise 
just ask your next waitress for an Flstate 


Bottled wine. '.Vini' lists such as are provided 
to the local diners actually inhibit the pers-m 
who would like to enjoy wine with his dinner 
— the :;election is too limi'ed and restaurant 
operators don’t seem to have the desire .o 
promote the best thing they have to sell 
— wine. 
To protect yoursdf against just such in­ 
difference requires very liille effort on your 
part. Just go in your wine merchant and 
lie will be more than glad to assist you. 
He will take the time to explain the vagaries 
of wine to you, how to pronounce names 
properly, how io identify a good or bad wine 
and which wine to serve with w^hat. If you 
can speak Knglish — considered a very dif­ 
ficult language to learn 
you won’t have 
any trouble with the F'rcnch pronunciations. 
And if you request gc.od wine often enough 
the cafe CAvner will almost be forced to stock 
it; othmvi.-'C he will s-e his patrons going 
elsewhere.

A composite of the pre-season forecasts gives NU clear 
claim to a third straight national championship with Ohio 
Mate and Arkansas the only teams even Close. 


Using the 10 pre-season f o r e c a s t s we've been able to 
round up and awarding points on the basis of 10 for first, 
nine for second, etc., through 10 spots, the Huskers come 
up with 89 of a possible 100 points.

NU Repeating? 


KANS.AS CITY (AP) — Bud Wilkinson, a man who speaks 
from experience, said Tuesday the law of averages may 
catch up with the Nebraska Cornhuskers in their bid for 
an unprecedented third consecutive national football cham­ 
pionship. 


“ There are positives and negatives involved,” said Wilkinson, 
former Oklahoma coach who failed in an effort to guide 
the Sooners to three straight in the mid-1950s. “ The big 
thing is the law of averages.

percentages are there. Maybe the percentages will 
hola out for Nebraska. 


“ Nebraska’s players have been winning so long, they think 
they re going to win. They don’t have to hope. 
“ A lot of opponents go out and try awfully hard but thev 
too, think Nebraska will win.” 


Wilkin^ n, speaking at a preseason telephone briefing with 
coaches in the Big Eight Conference, seemed to lean toward 
the possibility that Penn State will succeed the Cornhuskers 
as national champion. 


‘If Penn State beats Tennessee,” he explained, “ and the 
Big Eight teams succeed in beating one another . . . well, 
Penn State is likely to be undefeated and untied. 
“ It’s hard to go undefeated and untied, but anybody who 
does it is going to win the national championship. I am 
in favor of a c2ollege football playoff to decide who wins 
on the field rather than by the polls.” 
Wilkinson, new football color analyst for the American 
Broadcasting Co., coached Oklahoma to top national honors in 
1955 and 1956. The Sooners missed in 1957 but finished in 
the Top Ten. 
“ We just weren’t a good football team in 1957,” he said. 
“ We lost too many people through graduation.” 
Wilkinson asserted that neither Nebraska Coach Bob Devaney 
nor the Cornhuskers would feel any real pressure in bidding 
for a third title. 
“ 1 felt no pressure myself in 1957,” he said. “ The only 
pressure comes from losing. You never feel any pressures 
w'hen you’re winning.

or not a dog as used. 
Cooperating hunters will also 
be asked to save one wing 
from each bird dowmed an d 
send it to the Commission in 
special envelopes. The wings 
tell biologists whether the bird 
was hatched during the current 
nesting season or in previous 
years, giving some clue to the 
hatching and rearing succ'ess 
of Nebraska’s prairie gfouse. 
A smiliar survey has been 
conducted am o n g bobwhite 
hunters since the 1940’s. The 
grouse study has been initiated 
only in recent years.
